CHAPTER 333.

AN ACT to amend section 1529 of the statutes of 1898, relat-
ing to county tax for soldiers.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and
assembly, do enact as follows:

County tax for soldiers, etc. Sgcrtiox 1. Section 1529b of
_the statutes of 1898 is hereby amended so as to read as follows:
Section 1529b. It shall be the duty of every county board to
annually levy, in addition to all other taxes, a tax not exceeding
one-fifth of one mill upon the taxable property in the county;
such tax to be levied and collected as other county taxes for the
purpose of creating a fund for the relief of needy union sol-
diers, sailors or marines, the indigent wives, widows, minor
children of deceased union soldiers, sailors and marines, and
the indigent parents of such soldiers, sailors or marines, who
have not left surviving them widows or children entitled to re-
lief under the provisions thereof.

Secriox 2. This act chall take effeet and ke in force from
and after its passage and publication.
